EUROPE. 
London, INIay 4. — A lotLor received 
hero from the Frankfort, German, 
committee of the bondholders of the 
Oregon and California railroad say3 of 
President Villard's plan for recojjniza- 
tioii of the road, that it is L'urtiiin of 
Hcceptimoe at to-tnorrow's nicetini?, as 
hisi agent will vote on conaidurably 
over tive million.s' worth of bonds. The 
Frankfort committee will continue its 
control and supervision over the roads 
until the- bondholders' association is 
dissolved on completion of reorganiza- 
tion. 

London, jNIay 3. — The speaker will 
communicate the fact of the arrest of 
Dillon to the house of commons to-day. 
Inconsequence of Dillon's arrest it has 
' been determined to revive the anti-coer- 
cion anitation. 

Conference of English radicals is 
boirig'a'rrangcd for that object. It is 
rumored that Dillon will in consonance 
with the resolution of Parnellites be- 
fori! the passage of the coercion act re- 
sign his seat in parliament. A. monster 
meeting of electors of Tipperary will 
probably be held, Archbishop Croke 
presiding, for the jiurpose of [jrotesting 
against the arrest of Dillon. Purnell 
is expected to attend. ]n con.sequcnce 
of the arrest of Dillon, Parnell has ad- 
vised his foUoNvcrs to abandon their pre- 
Hf'iit attitude toward the land bill and 
vote agaiiL-it the second readinjf. A 
council of 14 gentlemen from Ulster 
is sitting at Westminster watching the 
land bill with the object of securing its 
adoption after certain amendments. 

Dublin, May 4. — Dillon's arrest has 
not caused the slightest excitement in 
any part of the country. On the con- 
trary, it seems to have a quieting ef- 
fect. Some of the warmest friends of 
tenant farmers condonin Dillon's 
speeches in the strongest terms. 

LosDON, May 4. — Bradlaugh will 
again enter the comuions and demand 
that he be sw-orn if the bill for amend- 
iiient of parliamentary oath act is con- 
siderably delayed. 

London, Jlay 4. — A nianifc'ito of 
the national land league of Great Bri- 
tain, touching the arrest of Dillon, has 
been issued. It is signed by Justin 
McCarthy. It urges Irishmen of Great 
Britain to evict tlieir landlords a.s tlicy 
themselves have been evicted, and to 
wreak vengeance at the polLs on apo.s- 
tates from liberalism whom they heli)- 
ed raise to jiower. 

Michael iireen has been arrested 
near Clifirain, county Galway, on a 
charge of inciting to murder. 

The Prince of Wales starts for Vien- 
na to night ,to attend the marriage of 
Prince Rudolph. 

In the cornn]ons tlio sjjeaker said 
that lie had received official noiice 
from the lord lieutenant of Ireland of 
the arrest of Dillon. 

Thomas P. O'Connor asked several 
questions touching the abuse of author- 
ity. Forster, chief secretary for Ire- 
land, did not answer the questions. 

Healey gave notice of his intention 
...to.move to add Dillon to the commit- 
tee of conservancy of rivers. 

In the commons last night, Blenn- 
shassett, home rule, moved a resolution 
in favor of abolishing the jjower of levy- 
ing distress for rent on agricultiii-ul 
holdings in Great Britain and Ireland. 
The government supported the resolu 
tion and it was agreed to without divi- 
sion. 

In commons, a bill for closing bar 
rooms in Wales on Sundays was read 
2d time ; 16,3 to 17-2, 

London, May 4. — The /"os^ says ; 
Resistance of the section in the (.■orn- 
mons which owes peculiar loyalty to 
Crladstone is either a singular proof of 
a lack of discipline or indicates a doubt 
of intention which we should bo the 
last to attribute to Gladstone. It would 
not be decorous that the qualifications 
of the late Lord Bcaconslield for a place 
in Westminster abbey sh(nild lie the 
occasion of painful dissension between 
Gladstone and an influential section of 
bis following wlin wore mainly instru- 
mental in placing him iu pov/er. Sonn 
conservative prints declare that (ihul- 
stono himself is opposed to the mem- 
orial, and that a motion for the erec- 
tion of the memorial was introduced at 
the wish of the queen. It is officially 
known that the queen has expressed 
such a wisli. 

It is understood that opponents to 
the Beaconsfield memorial have repre- 
sented to Gladstone that the vote on 
the measure ought to be postponed un 
til after the second reading of the land 
bill. • Debate on the land bill is likely 
to'contlnue throughout next week. 
Somij consei vatires believe that post- 
ponement of the memorial question is 
desired in order to give an opportunity 
to radical constituents to demonstrate 
against it. 



London, Slay 4. — The grand jury in- 
dioted Herr Most, publisher of the 
Freiheit, for inciting murder. They de- 
clare such publications un-English and 
say that they ought to bo severely dealt 
with. 

It is stated that Dillon will vacate 
his seat in parliament nvd that Patrick 
Eagan will succeed him. 

London, May 4. — At Newmarket 
the race for 2000 guineas was won by 
Peregrine ; Lorillard's Iroquois 2d, 
Lane's Don Tulano 3d. Fourteen ran. 

May stakes were won by Denone ; 
Lorillard's Wallenstein 2d, Tafna 3d. 

The Princo of Wales stakes was won 
by Milan ; Apollo 2d, Pellias 2d. 

Beklin, May -t. — There is much agi- 
tation in the Baltic provinces of Russia 
among pearants who desire absolute 
ownership of lands now hekl on lease. 
Lutheran pastors in many ]5arl3 of Est- 
land have refused to administer the 
oath of allegiance to the czar, or did so 
with manifest reluctance. The local 
press freely expresses the o]iiiiion that 
the government is incapable of contri- 
buting to tlie prosperity of the country 
and regrets that former advocates of 
separation have left no worthy success- 
or. Handbills have been distributed 
at doors, calling upon inhabitants of 
Baltic provinces not to swear (dli;giaiice 
until the czar has granted them l.tws 
and land rights equal to tho-se possessed 
by the Russian people. It urges the 
people to remain united, but to refrain 
from open rebellion. A manifesto has 
been circulated at Vindan court and 
Bays ; "Let the poopio refuse tn swear 
allegiance to tho czar before Kusswn 
officials. We cannot longer bo deceiv- 
ed like dogs. Wo must remain firm. 
Wo despise and denounce the nobility, 
that they Diay disappear from Estland 
like snow in spring. Whoever tears 
down this notiee risks his life." 

St. PETKRsnuno, May 4. — It is the 
intention to abolish public e.Kccutions. 

A person has been arrested for post- 
ing revolutionary proclamations ap])eal- 
ing to workmen in Xrementschug and 
Pallava railwey shops. 

The governor of Moscow lias consid- 
erably increased the stringency of reg- 
ulations so as to ])revent lodging houses 
from harboring any persons without 
knowledge of tho police. 

Paris, iMay 4. — Tho conditions on 
which the nihilists aro willing to cease 
their agitation were communicated to 
the czar by a delegate of the revolution- 
ary committee. The czar listened to 
all tho messenger had to say and then 
had him arrested. 

Paris, May 4. — A duel has taken 
place at Vesinet between Maluto, an 
Italian, and Pons, a Frenchman, both 
fencing masters, arising from a ([uai-rel 
in a fencing school. .Malutu was 
wounded in the hand and wrist. 

LoNDO.v, May 3. — Negotiations for 
a new Anglo-French commercial treaty 
begin to attract much attention. The 
existing treaty will e.'cpire in Novem- 
ber, and if a new treaty is not conclud- 
ed and ratifi(!d between now luid the 
dissolution of the chamber of dejmties, 
England will in november be contented 
with a general tarilf, which will be al- 
most prohibitiva Her only means of 
safe protection will be retaliatory duties 
onFrench wines, brandv, silk and arti- 
cles de Paris. The French, alihough 
apparently anxious to make a new 
agreement, insist strongly u[Km the 
abolition of advalorem duties. Such a 
persistence endangers the wholeFcherae 
of the treaty, as specific duties are be- 
lieved by England to have been made 
unfairly upon wool and cotton [lirce 
goods, which are tho largest I'lnglish 
exports. 

London, May 5. — Earl Granville re 
cently addressed a dispatch to Louell, 
American minister, ou the subject of 
copyright, saying that it would be sat- 
isfactory to England if a treaty could 
be ne<;otialed with America on the 
same basis as v/itb other counti-ies, 
namely, without any condition for 
manufacture of I'^nglihh VjooUs m Aui 
erica; but if this condition is essmitial 
England will negotiate on that basis. 
A treaty providing that books written 
hv American iiutbors in England shall 
be manufactured in America in onler 
to have copyright there, would be 
covered by existing act, but it provides 
that books written by American uu- 
tliors in America shall be manufactured 
in Englanil. Such provision would re- 
quire the sanction of parliament. 
Lowell replied as follows: "A treaty 
confirmed by the senate would be law 
in America."

LoN DON, May 5, — Henry Ever.sdale 
Grenfell, of the Bank of England, pub- 
lishes a statement to the effect that 
events render it necessary to elect be- 
tween bi-raotalism by agreement or a 
general resort to a mono-inelallic gold 
standard. 

VlF..NN.\, J*Iay T). — Tho recent rumor 
that the Czarina is ill are untrue. 

London, May 5. — The steamer Fara- 
day will sail to-day with 900 miles of 
cable to lay shore ends of a new cable. 
She will commence operations at l-'en- 
zance, thence acro.ss to Cape Sable and 
then return for the deep sea section. It 
is expected that two lines will bo fin- 
ished this summer. 

Vienna, May 5. — The whole city is 
now devoted to preparation for the re 
ception of Princess Stephanie, who is to 
be married to Crown Prince Rudolpii 
on the 10th inst. 'Tho route of pro- 
cession to-morrow, when tho princess 
will make- her entry into the city, is 
being elaborately decorated. Illumi- 



nation of private houses and tho dome 
of the cathedra) of St. Stephen by elec- 
tric light, will be a great feature of the 
festivities. 

IjO.vijon, May 5. — ParnoU's amend- 
ment opposing tho second reading of 
the land bill says that tho land bill in 
its present stale would fail to secure to 
tenant farmers such reduction in rents 
as would aflbrd adequate protection to 
their ])roperty in holdings, and would 
leavo evicted or rackrented tenants in 
a defenceless position, and that it offers 
no guarantee for tho creation of a suffi- 
cient number of occupying owners to 
check monopoly in land or make avail- 
able to the laboring population any of 
the large area of cleared land from 
which former occupiers were unjustly 
evicted. 

Justin JlcCarthy moved a resolution 
that the action of the Irish executive 
in arbitrarily arresting a member of 
parliament and proclaiming the city of 
Dublin is an aljuse of [jowers granted 
by the coercion act, etc. 

Gladstone announced, amid cheers, 
that he will move on Monday next an 
address praying the crown to erect a 
monument in Westminster Abbey to 
the memory of Lord Beacoustield. 

Lo.s"DD.N', M^y 5.— Carlyle's niece 
sends to the pre.ss a co])y of Carlyle's 
instructions dated 1806, solemnly pro- 
hibiting the publication of his reminis- 
cences without the strictest editing. 
She adds that she never understood 
that he had revoked these instructions 
by oral declaration, as Froudo al- 
leges. 

London, May -I. — A seini-othoial 
journal of St Petersburg reports with- 
out qualification the statement of a j 
Russian courier about a liussian escort 
going to Cabul with the family of 
Abdurrahman Khan, the Ameer of 
Asghanistaii. If this .statement is cor- 
rect, it seems difficult to reconcile it 
with tho orders of the late czar that no 
visits of Russian troops to Cabul should 
be allowed, or with the wish of the pro- 
sent czar to cultivate friendly relations 
with England regarding Central Asia. 

London, May 6. — It is said that the 
rupture in the Parn(dlito camp is com- 
[)lete. Richard Lidor seconded Par- 
noU's resolution. The minority against 
tho resolution were Daly, O'Shaugh- 
nessy, Sullivan, McCoan, Blake,0'Sul- 
livan, O. Donoghue, Smilhwick, Ma- 
rion McCarty, John O'Connor, while 
Richard Power, O'Shoa and Nolan ab- 
stained from voting. 

Vi i;.N.N-.\, .May (J. — Prince Riiilol|)ho, 
on hi.s arrival here to day, was cordially 
received liy a deputation of 18 of his 
fornier tutors. Tho arrival at Shon- 
brunn of a train bearing the Queen of 
the Belgians and t he Princess Slephani 
was awuitetl by Emperor Princ9 Ru- 
ilolphe, wearing Bidgian orders of 
Knighthood and tin: .stiidlholder of 
Vienna. The royal train, wreathed 
with tiovvers, entered the station, which 
was richly decorated, shortly after 4 
o'clock, to till' straiii.s of the Belgian 
national anthem. Prince Rudol|)lie 
lifl'fCtionatelv eiiii^raci-d Pri ucess Stejih- 
ani and presented her to tiie Kmperor, 
who kissed her on the forehead. The 
party then entered carriages, beintr re- 
ceived with deafeningchiH'rs by the pop- 
ulace, when they app'-ared at the door 
of th(! station. The fir.'it c!irriage con- 
taiiie<l the Eiiiiierur ;iiid King of the 
Belgians ; the secoinl, tlui tjin-en uf the 
Belgnms, Prince.is Slejjiuinie and Prince 
Rudolphe, and the third, the Princess 
Ceh^mentino and her governess. The 
carriages proceeded .slowly down the 
ntreet on which tiie station wus situat- 
ed to Fest Pletz, where represenuitives 
of six suburbs of Vienna presented 
homage to the royal party, thentlirough 
Schonbrunn to the castle. The party 
oil their arrival wore alfeotionately wel- 
conied by the Empress in the great gal- 
lery of the castle. 

Ni-:w Yoitic, M;iv G. — It is said the 
arrest of Grand Duke Constantine is 
like'lv to befollowerl bv a Nihilist move- 
iiieiil of the Sailors <jf the Russian lleet, 
who are said to have an uuderstandiiig 
with a number of other Nihilists at 
Odessa. The Nihilist appeal to the 
Russian army has been widely circulat- 
ed in St. Petersburg. In this docu- 
ment the autocracy is compared to a 
decn-epit, despi.sed and abandoned crea 
ture. The proclamation ends by call- 
ing onfthe army to rise and strike 
down the tyrants. 

Bause it Stalle, of Amsterdam, old 
established merchants, chiefly engaged 
in the coflee trade, have failed; liabili- 
ties large. 

NORTH AND SOUTH AFRICA. 

Tunis, May 4. — The prime minis- 
ter on learning of the French occupa- 
tion of Biserta summoned the princi- 
pal religions bodies to a conference and 
they nflerwfirils prnrerrlpd to Kerovan 
with the object of preaching a holy 
war. Several shieks who were preach- 
ing a holy svar have been arrested and 
brought to Tunis. The bey has re- 
turned to the Barter palace believing 
that he is unsafe in an ordinary resid- 
ence. 

It is asserted that tho sultan has 
te-legraphcd the bey instructing him to 
refuse any proposal of French protecto- 
rate and if offered to refer France to 
the porte. ■ • > 

]NLvDniD, May 5. — The Liheraliat 
states that the Spanish ambassador at

E.-VSTEUX STATES. 
New York, May 4. — Members of 
.DeBeauplan's French opera were 
thrown into a state of wild excitement 

last night by tho announcomont, that 
Tournio, tenor of tho company had 
eloped with Madame Aurber, soprano, 
and wife of tho manager. Beauplan 
also Jisapjieared to night, and it was 
believed by many members of the 
troupe that tho elopement was part of a 
plan to rob other singers of their salar- 
ies. Several members of the company, 
among wiiom was tho wife of Tournie, 
visited tho police headquarters and 
sought tho aid of the police in securing, 
the missing singers. 

A senator, who was of the number 
who called upon tho president last 
evening, thus describes tho interview:

There are imiicauons th-it the opposi- 
tion to Rolie.-tsoii IS w.iiker tbau it 
was a week ago, and iliere is every 
probability that he will be promptly 
contiriiieil whenever the case comes to a 
vote, and not by a majoritv composed 
of democratic votes, eiiher.

C^iTfiZ AlTD BARBAROUS. 

Wherever the account of the treat- 
ment which the Henry Buck's people arc 
receiving is read, feelings of indig- 
nation are excited. The unparalleled 
and barbarous order which condeinna 
that unfortunate ship's company to the 
indescribable horrors of a lazarhou.so 
without one of its redeeming features, 
■which forces 350 human beings to re 
'main penned up in ii small vessel, de- 
"privecl of ordinary comforts, and with- 
out that careful atteutiou which the 
dictatfi.'i of a common humanity su^'- 
gest, is more befitting the age when 
medical science had not triumjjbed over 
ignorance, and when the superstition of 
a people led them to think that the ap- 
pearance of a comet was the forerunner 
of the end of all thmg.s. It would 
seem that altlioufih science has made 
great strides and superstition has given 
way to enlighteatuent, there has been 
no improvement in the treatment ex- 
tended to infected ships by the Domin- 
ion government — at least in this part 
of the Domiuion. Extracting no 
warning from fortuer visitations, know- 
ing well that the liability of the pro- 
vince to the introduction of infectious 
diseases would be largely increased by 
an influx of railway laborers, people 
everywhere will learn with surprise 
that the tirst step renuiius to be taken 
to make provision for the re^'epiion and 
treatment of the sick upon arrival at 
this port with an archipelago of islands 
within sight. With broad acres unoccu- 
pied and pleasant places everywhere 
for the erection of the necessary build- 
ings, after tf»n years of confederation 
the first nail has not bceu driven to 
meet this great emergency. And hero 
to-day we are confronted with the 
presence of an infected ship in the outer 
harbor whose people are condomnod to 
remain aboard and rot simply because 
nft provision bus been made for their 
being properly quarantined on shore. 
What must bo the stale of mind of the 
unfortunate captain — his young wife 
stricken down \ivith a babe of four days' 
at ber breast, and unable to procure 
proper attention for love or money, or 
whatmust be theemotionsof the cooped 
Hp passengers who have almost certain 
death staring them in the face, wo 
leave the public to ima^'inc. All that 
we can do is to ask the people to move 
in this matter if the Government will 
not, 01 the story of the fate of the un- 
fortunate fellow-creatures on board the 
Henry Buck will fill a sorrowful and 
reproachful jiaye in the history of the 
Dominion and the province. I'he crew 
and passengers should bo vaccinated, 
landed and quarantined, and the vessel 
fumigated without delay, in the inter- 
terest of humanitv. 



WASniiXGTON MA TTERS. 

On the Gth inst. the deadlock in the 
Senate was temporarily raised by the 
ratification of five treaties that were 
pending. Two were with China, one 
to restrict Chinese immigration and the 
other the commercial treaty with the 
United States of Colombia. One with 
Morocco and a ireaty with Italy rela- 
tive to extradition. This cleared up 
everything but nomination. On the 
same day the president withdrew all 
the nominations of Senator Conkling's 
political friends, thus throwing down 
the gauntlet to that distinguished poli- 
tician. A reporter who saw the jiresi- 
dent says he is firm and determined. 
He has been urged by close friends for 
some time to take aggressive measures, 
but bo hesitated, hoping that some way 
of maintainingthe harmony of the party 
consistent with honor and dignity nuLjIit 
be found. He could not surrender 
any particle of executive prerogative 
bv withdrawing Robertso.v, who is oli- 
jectionable to Cosklino, or consenting 
to any compromise. In Washington 
the action of the president is looked up- 
on as an open declaration of unrelenting 
war upon two senators, the vice-presid- 
ent, the stale organiziiiion and the main 
body of the repuMican party of tho 
great empire state. It is too serious a 
matter to be discussed without further 
information, \iomc of llie papers refer 
to ihe action of tho president as coup 
d'etat, which iiar. phiced die republican 
]jHriy in a position of extreme peril. 
The president has heen urged to wich- 
draw the uowinHtion of Robertson by 
many of the vvise.st and must moderate 
senator.s. If this is not done it will re- 
main for the caucus to agree eitlu-r on 
rejection or po^tpotleInenl of noiuina 
tions and if contirination cannot be 
agreed ujjon the administration can |jr'^ 
vail only by a coalition between the de- 
mocratic senators and a portion of the 
republicans and the country does not 
believe that any great public exigency 
exists requiring so unnatural an al- 
liance. 

SEE EN A RIVER DIGGINGS. 

A number of miners who entertain 
a favorable impression of .Skeeua river 
as a gold-bearing locality had an inter- 
view with the premier yesterday. They 
seek government aid in outfitting the 
party. The premier, held out very 
little encouragement to the deputation, 
saying that no money was voted for the 
])urpose by the Houtu. In all matters 
concerning the welfare of the country 
a government has great latitude; and 
no one knows better than IMr. Walkem 
that if he should devote a! few hundred 
dollars to prospecting Skeena river bis 
action would be endorsed evea ishould 
faovrable results not flow from the ex- 
penditure. If four or five e.xperiencod 
gold miners can be induced to pa.ss the 
summer in ransacking the Skeena 
country for precious metals for a grant 
of $500, we think their services will 
have been obtained a very low rate of 
wagas,' indeed. - - ■

To THE Editor: — Having seen an 
item in tho Standard of this day head- 
ed "Seeking a New Gold Field," as one 
of the parties who were with Wake 
Up Jake, I wish to make a few ex[)la- 
tions in reference to tho party at pre- 
sent, propoiiinglo bo fitted out at Vic- 
toria. About 10 years ago (in 1871) 
I personally fitted out a number of 
men of which Wake U[) Jake was one, 
at the Forks of Skeena. for the purpose 
of proceetling to the liijadwutei-s of 
tho river for pros|)ecting purposes. 
After proceeding 10,„ miles from the 
Forks the Skeena enters into a series 
of difficult canons, one in particular 
being IG miles in length and of a 
rugged nature. It took us IG days to 
pass through ic. At times we recjuircd 
as much as 900 feet of lino to pull the 
canoe through rilHes and whirls. After 
passing through the cations, wo mot a 
little better navigation; but as fai- as 
indications of gohl were seen it did not 
appear to be a prolit-abli! gold-liearing 
country. On some few hars, we fouiul 
fair prospects, say §3 to S-l jiur dav. 
The return of our party was caused 
l\v the fact that after proceeding 
with much difficulty about twenty 
miles above the Dig tJafion, 
Bin Nollis who had acted as our steer- 
man, gavo u]) his steering Oiir to Wake- 
n[) Juke, who had met with an accident 
to his knee tlie pi(.'\ ioiis evening. On 
Mav "J.'itli, 1S71, we proce(!(h".! on our 
way up the river in very bad water, 
Jake steering and all hands on the 
line. I3y an unfortunate error Jake 
ran the eanoc out into tlie heavy cur- 
rent, and as we wi.'rc with all our 
strength unable Lo iioM her, siie crosseil 
the rapid river and cap.iized. By her 
capsize Jake was drowned and we were 
left (a party of three) without a parti- 
cle of provision.s and a long distance 
from any su[)plies. Wo were compelled 
to retrace our sLcp.s, being out of grub, 
and about -1 miles down stream found 
a small piece of the bow of the canoo 
containing a., sack of Hour. On this 
flour wo subsisted until we arrived 
back at the Forks, on foot, after a hard, 
weary tramp of four days, tired, hungry 
and disappointed.

BYLAW 

TO AID THE ESTABtlSlltnCRT Cr k WOOL- 
LEN MILL IN THE OITV OF VIOTDRIA. 



WHEREAS IT IS DESIRABLE 
tliat 11 W oollen xMill for the manu- 
fitctiiro of blankct.s, fliiiinols, itc, bo es- 
ttiblished in thu City of Victoria, and the 
Corporation of tho said City ure desirous 
of assisting Uio establishment of such a 
manufactorj' by esemption from taxation 
and by granting a sum of money to the 
promoters of such object. 

And wuebeas the estimated cost of 
erecting a Woollen Mill is §20,000. 

Be it THEREFORE ENACTED by tho M.tyor 
and Council of tlio City of Victoriii. 

1. That when and bo soon as a Mill of 
tlio capacity of ton looni.s and eight hun- 
dred spindles shall have been erected 
v.'ithin the City of Victoria and fitted up 
with all the necessary machinery and ap- 
pliances for tho manufacture of wool into 
yarns, blankets, etc., there shall bo paid 
to tho owner of such mill out of tlio ro- 
vcnuo of tho said City tho sum of S2500, 
and thenceforth the Baid mill, machinery 
and appliances, and jiU iniiterials manu- 
factured at tho said Slill shall bo exempt- 
ed from taxation by tho Municipal Coun- 
cil for a period of live years. 

2. That when the said Mil! hti.i been in 
(iperation for the space of twelve iiinntlia 
there shall bo paid to tho owner tlicreof 
tho further sum of 82,500 out of tho re- 
vonuo aforesaid; Provided that Buchla.st 
mentioned payment sliall not ho mado if 
the said Mill shall liave been sliut down 
or shall have ce.ased to manufacture for a 
period of eight weeks during the preced- 
ing twelve months. 

3. That before any payment shall be 
made under this I!y-l;i\v the prnprietor of 
such mill shall enter into a bond with two 
sufficient sureties to keep the said(Woollon 
Mill ill good working (irdei',aiul lo manu- 
facture wool into yarns, blankets, &,c., for 
a period of five years, and shall not, dur- 
inf; such period, bo interested in apy 
otliei- Mill of a similar character, or for a 
similar purpose, within tlio Province uf 
British Columbia, and shall not remove 
the said Mill, or the machinery thereto 
appertaining, during the said period.

5. This By-law may bo cited as tlia 
"Woollen Mill By-law, 18S1."

Anont the late resignation of the Uev. 
Simon McGregor, of Victoria, tho mod- 
orator, Mr. Dunn, proposed tho following 
minuto whicli was adopted by the pres- 
bytery and ordered to bo e]iL,'ro.>.sed: "The 
decision to accept Mr. McGregor's re- 
signation was arrived at after most anxious 
consideration, and with feelings of pro- 
found sorrow and regret.

Ho was associated with us in the conduct- 
ing of this mission for upwards of five 
years, flis rare abilities and attainments, 
his o.xcellent business aptitude, his inti- 
mate knowledge of tho country and its 
requirements — from a residence of 11 
years — tho high esteem and confidence 
with which he was regarded by the church 
at homo generally, and tho convenor of 
tho Colonial Cnmmitteo particularly, rend- 
ered lii.s continuance amongst us nio.-it 
desirable, we might almost say indispons 
able. When wo look to the arm of flesh 
wo cannot look forward to tho future with- 
out apprehension. His loss seems irre- 
parable.
